Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr Hoch discussed the invention, that Brock is directed to point 
bonding rather than providing a molten polymer at the point of bonding, and that forthcoming claims as well as 
Applicants' response would clarify the differences between Applicants' invention and the references as combined. 
Examiner Butler discussed the invention with respect to broadness of the Claim 5 possibly being anticipated by 
Mullane hinging upon belt 935 being a support layer, that Mullane's teaching of extruding provides for the molten 
limitation, that the molten limitation is not explicitly required from before a step joining the support through a step of 
pulling through the support, and that Applicants' Arguments and Amendments would be considered upon their 
submission.
